Vnnaaal Amonatof AsUvitjr to Itreagthen 
tb* DoAmsM at Cnnadn. 

New York, July 15.— A special to The 
World from Ottawa says: That there is 
an unusual iiinountof iicti\it\ in British 
military and naval oirde* a.^ re^'ards the 
defenses of ( 'anuda is nKi.-.t apparent, 
whatever motive may liave promoted it. 
There is an ntllcer of the British army 
ill Canada just now who has been mak- 
in.LC an inr<j>ecticm of the Canadian Pa- 
citic railways, that he ma\ be in a posi- 
tion to iiiiniediutely report to the British 
govi riiineiit the capabiliiies of the road 
for the rapid traus|>ortation of troops 
and niiiiiiiioiis of war from India to the 
Atlantic coast ;ind vice versa. 

The fortifications at British Cohimliia 
are being strengthem-ii, and the hii-i,'>'„t 
fleet that has ever been sti'tionisl in the 
I'acitic is now c iiK-eiitrating ut Fsqui- 
nialt. The fortifications at Halifax are 
Iwiiig greatly strengthened, and the 
most stri igeiit otTers hax'e just been 
isnied to prevent any outsider obtaining 
inforniation as to what is going on in- 
side the citadel and fi>rtn at that point. 
In addition to this, the defenses of Hali- 
fa.v have, this week, lieeli strengthened 
by the .iiri^al of two large toipi-do boats 
lii'iii F,ii>;laiid. During (he present 
summer the ad.jutaiit general of the sev- 
eral militar\- districts are to report on 
the state of the defenses of the Section 
which each commands. .Modern rifles, 
in place of the Snydi.'r-Eiitield now in 
use. are to be given to the inilitis. 

It is estimated by the governnieiit 
that it will necetisita'e an e.\|ienditiire 
of upward of |1,00(),WX) to replace the 
arms in use with those of inijirox ed pat- 
tern, and they want t > soi ure the most 
effective weapon. Seveii^l heavy pieces 
of ordnance are shortly to be shijiped 
from Eii.^hind for the defense of British 
Columbia, and everything points to the 
fact that England i« making active prep- 
arations to meet .my invasion of her

How Many People Did the Enumera- 
tors Overlook ? The City 
Assessor s Figures. 

' Tlie CenHii.>4 Fnumerators must have 
overlookecl a ){.>od tuany penple in tlii- 
oity," Sriiil a pioininent lawyer - I MavK 
ville a few days since. ' In 1S80," he 
added, "tbe census khv« us a potiulation 
of r),'..'20. Kince then there have been ai 
least une hundred new resiliences erei ieil 
in Mxysvi*!' , and (hey are all oranpied 
Y'Hictn find Very few v ciiit d.^enings 
in t iwn. According to the apprnziiuaie 
figares sent yon by the 8a per vi or l.tct 
week the popu'ation now is only Kl'i 
more than in 18S0. It is evident tu me 
th«t a good many have been overlm>ked." 

Mr. A. N. Huff, City Assessor, has 
furnished the Bullbtiv some figures that 
bear the prominent attorney out in his 
statement above. When on his rounds 
a few months ago, Mr. Huff not only 
made a correct assessment of tbe pro()- 
erty, bat he made it a point to secure the 
name of every voter in the eity. When 

he footed up iiis lint, he had tlie iiamew 
of over 1,500 white voters and over 300 
colored Toters— about 1,000 voters. Count* 
ing four people to every voter — the pro- 
portion according to tbe present census 
is a little biitber than that— and it kIvps 
Maysville a population of about T.'lOO in 
the five wardH ot the city. Here is a big 
di8crep4n(\v hetween the Aoseseor's All- 
ures and the Enum»rators' figures.

Peeblee, (four milee); to Locust Grove, 
(three milesV, to the Serpent Mound 
Park, (four miles). If you arrive early, 
visit tha big Serpent when tbe long 
shadows are fallini; in the afternoon ; and 
then, after a pleasant lunclieun on the 
green sward beside thCabubbling springs 
of the Park, seek such^hospitality as 
they may otier at the old farm house on 
tbe grounds, or return, if you like, to the 
hotel at Peebles for the night.
